A two-vehicle accident Tuesday 
afternoon took the life of a 
six-year-old child, hospitalized five 
members of his family and turned 
their vacation trip to Florida into a 
nightmare. 

The wreck at the intersection of 
Highways 125 and 167 occurred at 
4:55 p.m. Killed was Jared Holt, 
6-year-old son of Jeff and Joanie 
Holt of Columbia, Tennessee. 

Injured in the accident were the 
parents, brother Nathan Holt, age 8; 
two sisters - Shannon, age 9, and 
Amy, 12. 

The parents were transported by 
the Enterprise Rescue Squad to an 
Enterprise hospital, treated and 
released. The three children had 
already been transported to Elba 
General by the Elba Rescue Squad. 
Fie 8-year-old boy was given 
emergency treatment at the scene by 
the Rescue Squad. He received 
further treatment at the hospital and 
was transferred to Dothan where he 
underwent emergency surgery for 
head injuries. The two girls were 
treated and released when family 
members arrived. 

The late model Ford station 
wagon driven by the Holts appeared 
to have attempted to avoid collision 
with a pickup truck driven by Brice 
ial ® Korte of Citronelle, Ala. The truck 
=F suffered only very minor damage. 
The car then hit a power pole that 
destroyed the left side of the car, 
cantered down the embankment and 
stopped in a ditch on its side. The

Although 
American industry was generally 
unresponsive to Deming'’s methods, 
the Japanese adopted SPC, and 
thereafter achieved great success in 
the industrial world. 

The Japanese were so impressed 
with Deming and his ideas that they 
established the Deming Award, an 
honor annually given to the Japanese 
company which makes the greatest 
advance in quality control. 

American interest was draw to 
SPC in 1980, when NBC aire a 
documentary on Japenese quality 
control. Since that time, SPC has 
been implemented in many major 
American industries. 

Hutto stated that ‘SPC is a 
method of quality control that is 
management oriented, Top 
management has to be committed to 
SPC in order for it to work.’ 


The representatives were shown 
a slide presentation, demonstrating 
how SPC works. Hutto remarked 
“SPC can help turn our country 
around by teaching people to work 
smarter, not harder." 

MacArthur Tech has offered to 
help area industires implement SPC 
by providing SPC workshops to 
interested industries, and also by 
setting up SPC classes at the 
College. ‘‘We will do all we can to 
help businesses get started with 
SPC," said Hutto.

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DAR Graves Marked In Coffee County Cemeteries

The graves of three REAL 
daughters of American Revolu- 
tionary soldiers located in Coffee 
County have been marked in official 
ceremonies, the last one - 
JEMIMA DOWLING HILDRETH - 
on Sunday afternoon, April 6, 1986, 
in the Enterprise City Cemetery 
(then Carmichael's Chapel 
Cemetery). 

The other two graves are located 
in the Cole Cemetery - that of 
ELIZABETH HORN COLE; and in 
Evergreen Cenfetery in Elba 
SUSANNAH MATHEWS HAM, and 
were marked in ceremonies the 
afternoon of June 1, 1975. 

At the ceremony for the grave- 
marking of Elizabeth Horn Cole, a 
personal tribute was delivered by 
Elba’s Dr. John Kimmey, a great 
grandson. 

Elizabeth was born in North 
Carolina, the daughter of Joab Horn, 
a member of the North Carolina 
Militia who fought under Gen. 
Francis Marion, and Nancy Ricks, 
from another North Carolina family. 

Following the war the family 
moved to Georgia, and it was here 
Elizabeth met and married Thomas 
Cole, between 1812 and 1814. 

Four children were born while 
they resided in Jefferson County, 
Ga.: Julain, Lorenzo Jackson, 
Caroline and Delorum. 

Alabama Territory became the 
State of Alabama December 14, 
1819, and Dale County was created 
December 14, 1824. 

Thomas and Elizabeth, Jackson 
and Caroline (the other two had died 
in early childhood), migrated to the 
western part of Dale County, settling 
on Pea River near Cole's Bridge, 
now known as Snellgrove’s Bridge. 

Thomas cleared the land for 
farming and fought Indians to keep 
his family safe. He built a fine home 
for them, of hand-planed planks, and 
with two stories, just across the road 
from the present cemetery. 

Three more children were born in 
the new home land of Dale County: 
Nancy, Narcissa and Sarah. 

Thomas was a_ public land 
surveyor and large landowner. His 
home was like a small factory in that 
all the things needed by the family 
were made there, and the farm 
produce was taken to Montgomery 
where a good market was found. 

Thomas and Elizabeth reared 
their five children in this home and 
saw them happily married. Jackson 
married Amanda Harper; Caroline, 
Lewis Hutchinson Jr.; Nancy 


Christopher H. Kyser; Narcissa - 
John Allen Hornsby; Sarah - Masoon 
Creed Kimmey.

Susannah Mathews Ham is a 
daughter and granddaughter of 
soldiers of the American Revolution. 
Her father, Philip Mathews, was 
born 1760 in Buckingham County, 
Va., moving with his family to 
Fairfield District, S.C., as a young 
boy. He joined the American Army 
at the age 6f 20 and served as a 
militiaman in Gen. - Marion's 
Brigade. 

Susannah’s grandfather, Moses 
Mathews (Philip's father) was a 
gunsmith in Gen. Sumter’s Brigade. 
Her great grandfather was the 
illustrious governor of Virginia, 
Samuel Mathews. 

Susannah was the third child and 
only daughter of Philip Mathews and 
his wife Priscilla Nelson Mathews, 
and was born in 1813, In 1824 at the 
age of 11 she moved with her family 
to Crawford County, Ga., and it was 


here that Susannah grew to 
maturity. Her family owned a 
plantation near Knoxville and 


worshiped at Old Providence 
Methodist Church, « 

She was married July 11, 1829, to 
James Ham of Crawford County. He 
was born May 8, 1811 in the 
Edgefield Dsitgrict of S.C., and 
moved to Georgia when a young boy. 

James and Susannah lived in 
Crawford County for seyeral years 
after their marraige and moved to 
Talbot County and later to Taylor 
County, owning a plantation in each 
location, 

In 1858, James and Susannah 
and their 12 children sold their 
plantation and moved to Coffee 
County. Here they bought new land 
and settled on Pea Creek, about five 
miles northwest of Elba. In that 
same year, in June, James Ham died 
of typhoid fever and was buried in 
Evergreen Cemetery. 

Susannah continued to maintain 
their home for their four sons and 
eight daughters until they all 
reached maturity and married. Their 
siblings and spouses are: 

Sarah Ann Elizabeth John 
Kimbell; James W. - Sara J. (Sis) 
Ham; Nancy H. - Bill Davis; Gerusha 
O. - George Davis; Mary Ann A, - 
Dempsey Carroll; Alzada Samanthia 


William Haddock Ham; Phillip 
Jefferson Mary Ann Carroll; 
Susanna - Charles Rudd; William 


Wesley - Juda Anna Rebecca Bryan; 
Martha Emma - Mac Rushing; Jane 
Eliza - Bob Little; John Thomas - 
Mandy Caylor. 

The Ham Community was named 
after this family, and the Ham School 
was for many years a large Coffee 
County School. The Ham Methodist 
Church continues in the Ham 
Community near Elba. 

Susanna died April 5, 1877, just 
24 days before her 64th birthday, 
and was buried beside her husband 
in Evergreen Cemetery. 


At the ceremony of the grave- 
marking of JEMIMA DOWLING 
HILDRETH, the Talakhatchee 
Society CAR (Children of American 
Revolution) members, under the 
guidance of CAR leader, Mrs. Roy 
Hilton and local president, Miss 
Gina Hilton, registered guests. Mrs. 
Marion Brunson, John Coffee 
Chapter DAR, regent, extended the 
welcome. The remainder of the 
program was delivered by 
descendants of Jemima through her 
two preacher sons, Rey, Travis 


Jemimah was a daughter and 
granddaughter of soldiers of the 
American Revolution. 

Her father, John Dowling, the 
youngest son of Robert Dowling and 
Sarah Guinn, was born in 1759 in 
Virginia. He moved with his family 
to Darlington District, S.C., in 1773, 
to a plantation of 300 acres. 

At 16 he enlisted in Pickney’s Ist 
S.C. Regiment on November 4, 
1775, and later was a guerilla with 
the dreaded ‘‘Swamp Fox’’ Francis 
Marion. 

Both of Jemima’s grandfathers 
were also soldiers in the American 
Revolution. John’s father, Robert 
Dowling, fought at Musgrove’s Mill, 
Guilford Courthouse, and in two 
battles that historians mention as 
America’s mightiest blows for 
freedom, the Battle of Cowpens and 
the Battle of King’s Mountain. Pay 
voucher No, 1563 in North Carolina 
records show that Robert's pay for 
eight years of military service was a 
total of $186. 

John Dowling married Nancy 
Boutwell in 1783, the year of the 
Peace Treaty. She was born in 1763, 
the daughter of Burtonhead 
Boutwell, who was listed in the 1782 
South Carolina Militia. John and 
Nancy were the parents of nine 
children: Dempsey, Elias, Lydia 
Ann, Zaccheus (Zacky), Allen, 
Rhoda, Simeon, Levi and Jemima. 
The family embraced Methodist in 
its pioneer years. 

Jemima was born March 1, 1807, 
in the area of Jeffries Creek, 
Darlington, South Carolina, At the 
age of 16, in 1823, she married a 
21-year-old South Carolinian, 
Benjamin Hildreth, who was born 
March 15, 1802. He and a sister 
Betty were orphaned early in life and 
reared by an aunt. He was educated 
for the Methodist ministry at 
Charleston, S.C, Three of Jemima’s 
brothers, Dempsey, Zacky and Levi, 
were also Methodist preachers. 

Benjamin and Jemima and their 
three children, William, Harriet and 
Susie, arrived in Dale County early 
in 1930, They were included in Dale 
County's first federal census in 1830, 
and in the second in 1840, and in 
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Coffee County's first federal census 
in 1850 and the second in 1860. 
The Hildreths had 13 children, 
with one dying in infancy. They are: 
William Hildreth - (wife) Milley; 
Harriet Calloway Hildreth - Henry B. 
Grimes; Susie Hildreth lived in 
Greenville, Ala.; Travis Zaccheus - 


Elizabeth Hayes (lived in Coffee 
County); Sarah Hildreth M.J. 
Bailey - lived in Greenville; James 


Hildreth Lou Folsom, lived in 
Covington Co.; Mary lived at 
Hawridge, Ala.; Martha - no record; 
Frances - Elbert Wright Curenton; 
John RB. Hildreth died single in 
Confederate Army Oct. 14, 1863 at 
age 21, buried at Old Tabernacle 
Methodist Church Cemetery; Robert 
Henry Jackson (Jack) - Julia 
Hamner; Saphronia Jane Hildreth - 
John Wesley Lang. 

The family moved to Greenville, 
Ala. 

Rey. Jack Hildreth and his wife 
Julia took care of Jemima, returning 
to Coffee County in 1890. They 
settled in the vicinity of Enterprise 
where Jemima died 23 days before 
her 84th birthday.

Celebrating The Fourth Of July At Granny’s |

Celebrating our nation’s birthday 
at Granny’s filled my heart with 
memories to last a lifetime. First of 
all, I will say that this was before the 
time when grannies were packed off 
to retirement homes as soon as they 
were widowed and unable to do 
much work. This was still the era 
when sons and their wives were 
willing to move ‘‘home,”’ take over 
the family farming,*and care for an 
aging mother - like my Uncle Ferman 
and his loving wife, Aunt Gertrude, 
did for my Granny. 

It was the time when grannies 
were valued just for their ability to 
shell peas, rock babies, and 
occasionally make the most delicious 
teacakes the world had ever tasted. 
And for their capacity to love. And, 
in my Granny Porter’s case, | must 
add - for her ability to talk. 

Now I have the reputation myself 
of being a talker. I came by it 
honest. In fact, 1 come from a long 
line of talkers. My Daddy before me 


was gifted at the art of speaking. But 
my Granny! Why - what that tiny, 
stooped lady lacked in stature and 
size was more than compensated for 
in her speech. ‘‘Aunt Mell,” as 
many called her, was known for 
miles around for her much speaking 
(and her kindnesses) - and at no time 
of the year was she more fluent than 
during the Fourth of July holiday. 

You see, Christmas and other 
holidays were partially reserved for 
individual family celebrations - but 
not so the Fourth. That was the time 
when all of Granny's kith and kin 
gathered closely around her. And it 
was the time when she talked her 
heart out. 

Early on the morning of the 
Fourth, Granny's four adult sons (my 
Dad included) would start the fire 
under the big black wash pot they 
had placed in the shade of the 
mulberry trees. And they'd start 
filling the pot with roosters, pork, 
and every sort of delicious fresh 
vegetable for the Brunswick stew. 
They would sit in chairs nearby, 


tending the fire and stirring the 
stew. They would bring a rocker 
outside for Granny and she would 
join the talkers there. They would 
talk about the crops and the cows, 
and the hogs in the pens. And, 
always they would eventually speak 
(in reverent tones) of her son and 
their brother, Sam, whose body had 
been shipped home from France 
after World War 1. And when we 
gathered during the war years of the 
40s, they would talk quietly of my 
older cousins off in Europe - and of 
their prayers for peace for America 
and for the safe returr of their sons. 

After a while Uncle Purvy’d go 
supervise the making of the keg of 
lemonade. The lemons for it would 
have arrived with Uncle Purve on the 
day of the third when he drove up 
from the city (which in those days 
seemed as far away as China now 
does). Now there are a lot of things I 
remember about my Uncle Purve but 
ohe of them is that whatever he did, 
he did it in a Big Way. So, since it 
was always his joy to bring the 


lemons, you could be sure he'd bring 
an entire case {like he would always 
bring 3-4 cases of apples and 
oranges at Christmastime). 


When the lemonade was made 
and the keg was moved to the 
temporary tables set up underneath 
the shade trees .. . well, then Uncle 
Ferman would go to the smokehouse 
for the ice. First he would scratch 
away the sawdust under which he 
had buried the blocks of ice brought 
hurriedly from town the day before. 
Then he would pull back the quilt it 
was wrapped in and chip away the 
part needed to cool the lemonade. 
He would then carefully rewrap and 
bury the remaining ice so there 
would be plenty for freezing ice 
cream in the afternoon 


While the mamas worked in the 
kitchen and the men _ alternated 
between tasting the stew and sipping 
the lemonade, the cousins played. 
Many years my cousins Sara, Louise, 
and I found a quiet room for dressing

dolls and playing house. The young 
boy cousins used ropes from the barn 
and ran around lassoing each other, 
yelling, ‘‘Hi Yo Silver, away!"’ 

Adolescent boys played in the 
guilies behind Granny's house, 
sometimes swinging on kudzu vines 
like Tarzan in the movies they saw in 
town on Saturdays. 


The oldest boys and girls 
gathered in Granny's living room 
and took turns winding by hand the 
‘old Victrolla and playing its 
indestructible thick records. It made 
them mad when we kids came in 
insisting they play such things as 
‘She'll Be Coming Around the 

Mountain When She Comes,” 
and the one we liked best of all, the 
one called ‘‘Laugh It Off."’ In this 
one the singer got started laughing 
and laughed hysterically throughout 
almost the entire record. It always 
put us kids rolling on the floor; the 
teenagers hated it. But, just when 
we were to the point of blows, 
Granny always seemed to come 
toddling down the hall and restore 
peace once again. 


When the Mamas had the outside 
table piled high with food, Uncle 
Ferman asked his brother Purve to 
lead us in a blessing. Now, Uncle 
Purve always remembered the food, 
and our health, and to thank God for 
our great nation and asked Him to 
keep it free. And, always, in my 
childish mind, I was relieved that 
(although my uncle was a religious 
man and a first-generation talker to 
boot) he never prayed with the 
long-winded fervor and enthusiasm 
that he employed when telling every 
soul present about his fantastic sales 
record for the month. The truth was 
I could hardly wait to start eating. 

Everything about the feast at 
Granny’s was always perfect. There 
was the great Brunswick stew. The 
chicken fried to golden perfection. 
The hot cornbread, the biscuits, and 
the delicious homemade loaves of 
bread (which my Mama had baked 
the previous day, leaving me with 
the feeling that I could actually taste 
the wonderful yeasty aroma), The 
fried okra, the platters of red sliced 
tomatoes, the fresh roasting ears 
dripping with butter that Granny’d 
churned that early dawn. These all 
tempted our good senses. 

And for the desserts: Aunt Lula’s 
perfect banana pudding, Aunt Dess’ 
fried peach pies, Aunt Gertrude’s 
prize-winning caramel cake, not to 
mention trying to leave room for 
homemade ice cream and lots of 
home-grown watermelon later in the 
afternoon. 

I reckon the only thing I can ever 
remember that was not perfect was 
my cousin ‘‘Duck’s’’ lemon custard 
pies. And this was just one 
particular year because they were 
usually my favorite of all the 
desserts. 

The story goes that Granny had 
been rubbing her rheumatism with 
the tall bottle of black Watkin’s 
Liniment. She walked through the 
kitchen and placed it on the counter 
where Duck had assembled pie 
ingredients, including a tall dark

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AllSpring & Summer 
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bottle of Watkin’s Vanilla Flavoring. 
The rest is history, including the 
tales of how those who ate the pies 
were cured of their rheumatism for 
some time after that. 

One of the best things about the 
Fourth of July at Granny’s was that 
no one had to rush off right after 
dinner to take kids to Little League 
games, or for the teenagers to make 
it to the movies by two. And the 
adults weren't huddled over the 
television watching soap operas or 
ball games. 

Everyone just lingered on and on, 
chatting, playing, enjoying each 
other. And always there was a group 
around Granny, talking a little, but 
When asked, 
Granny would spell from memory, 
page after page from ‘'The Blue 
Back Speller’’ . . . b-a-c-k, back, 
p-a-c-k, pack, r-a-c-k, rack... and 
on and on. spelling, pronouncing, 
spelling, pronouncing. And she 
would: recite old poems from her 
school days, some humorous like ‘'l 
Jumped Up ‘Fore Jaybreak.’’ And 
she would exhort us on right living, 
quoting from the Bible as she did. 

But eventually the wonderful 
Fourth at Granny’s had to end. It 
would be getting late and Daddy 
would hitch up the team so we could 
get home in time to milk the cows 
and slop the pigs. As each family 
started to leave, Granny got her little 
black leather purse with the golden 
chain-handle and she stood by the 
front door where we all came to hug 
her. And she stood there saying, 
‘Goodbye, God bless you, now be 
careful, and do right.’’ And she 
passed out one-dollar bills to each 
and everyone, adults included, 
regardless of how they protested. 

And when the last person was 
gone Granny's purse would be 
empty, too, which was the way 
Granny wanted it. .You see, Granny 
cared not for material things and 
seldom bought anything except 
candy for the kids. And her only 
money during those days came in the 
form of a small monthly pension 
from the United States Government. 
Granny thought the only money she 
received should be given away, 
lovingly, sacrificially, without 
thought for herself, just the way her 
son, Sam, had lovingly and 
sacrificially given himself in France 
in order that we might still celebrate 
our nation’s freedom every Fourth of 
July at Granny’s.

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Two black males remain at 
large this week after a daring 
daylight robbery of a rural store 
located in the Pine Level 
Community. 

The Robert Kilcrease Grocery, 
located nine miles north of Elba on 
Highway 141, was robbed on 
Wednesday, July 2, at approxi- 
mately 11:30 a.m., by two black 
males, one of which was armed with 
a shotgun. 

According to Robert Kilcrease 
Jr., owner of the store, he was sitting 
behind the counter on the morning of 
the robbery when two black males 
entered the front of the store and 
said, ‘‘Stick 'em up!”’ 

The robber with the shotgun then 
asked who “‘ran the till,’’ and after 
Kilerease answered he did, the 
robber instructed the owner to give 
the second robber all the money. 

After getting the money, the 
robbers forced Kilcrease and his 
uncle, Claudell Kilcrease (the only 
customer in the store), to go to the 
back of the store and lie down. The 
men were told to remain on the floor 
until the robbers fled through the 
front door and left by car. 

The younger Kilcrease stated the 
robbers escaped with $315 in cash. 

The robber carrying the gun wore 
no mask and at no time attempted to 
conceal his identity, while his 
accomplice pulled a T-shirt up to his 
eyes to cover his face. 

‘| didn’t really think they’d use 
the gun,’’ said Robert Kilcrease Jr., 
“but when we had to lie down in the 
back, it did cross my mind.” 


The elder Kilcrease stated, ‘'l 
was just sitting down drinking on a 
soft drink when they came in and | 
could see one of ‘em had something 
in his hand. | saw the gun when he 
started waving it and I asked him not 
to shoot anybody. He kept looking at 
me and waving the gun, but I just sat 
still and kept drinking my drink.’’ 

The store owner said a neighbor 
reported seeing a car matching a

in the day and said the car turned 
around in her driveway three times. 
She said the car was occupied by two 
black men, drinking beer.

Supt. Johuny Vaughan resigns county post 


Johnny Vaughan, Supt. of the 
Coffee County School System for the 
past seven years, resigned his 
position this week to accept the post 
of superintendent of Troy City 
Schools. 

Vaughan's resignation will 
become effective July 31; however, 
he will assume his duties in Troy on 
July 15 as agreed by the Coffee 
County Board of Education. 

“Il think Coffee County's school 
system is as good as any in the 
nation,’’ stated Vaughan, ‘‘and the 
decision to leave it was a difficult one 
to which | gave a lot of thought. The 
decision to leave was not based on 
dissatisfaction in Coffee County, but 
simply a professional move | felt I 
needed to make.”’ 

“With the help of the school 
board, the staff, the parents and 
students, we were able to accomplish 
alotin the past 7 years,’’ Vaughan 
said. ‘‘We built two elementary 
schools, an area vocational center, 
consolidated two junior high schools, 
got all schools accredited and scored 
among the tops in the state on all 
testing programs. 

“The Coffee County School 
System is in sound financial 
condition,’’ continued Vaughan, 
‘even with proration. The system is 
in good shape and I know it will 
continue to be after I leave.”’ 

When asked about the job ahead 
at Troy, Vaughan stated, ‘‘Troy has 
financial problems that must be

County Comm. Billy Paul Owens 


dies of heart attack Monday 


Coffee County Commissioner 
Billy Paul Owens died suddenly 
Monday afternoon following a 
massive heart attack. He was 48 
years old and serving his first term 
on the county governing body. 

Friends and family members 
pieced together the last hours before 
his death. Monday afternoon he was 
visiting in the Elba courthouse, 
moving from office to office as he 
often did. He began to complain of 
indigestion and was offered a Rolaid 
- which he took. When the pain in his 
chest continued to get worse, Owens 
drove himself to the Elba General 
Hospital for an examination. His 
heart problem was discovered and’ 
treatment was begun. Local medical 
technicians realized he needed 
specialty treatment and arranged a 
transfer to Dothan. 

As they were approaching 
Enterprise, the paramedics in the 
ambulance realized he was having 
more trouble and advised the driver 


‘‘We had made plans for a three 
percent proration,’’ stated Crews, 
“which would result in a loss of

County School Supt. Johnny 
Vaughan stated his system would 
lose $165,000 under a five percent 
proration, but also said he expected 
the cuts to be less, 

“We anticipated proration and

built in a three percent cut,”’ 
Vaughan said, ‘‘so at least we were 
ready for a cut of some kind. Almost 
90 percent of the county budget goes 
to salaries, which can’t be cut, That 
means the losses must be made up 
out of local funds, which we don’t 
have! We must cut $165,000 out of 
only 10 percent of our budget - which 
won't be easy.” 

“The loss in funding means we 
can’t afford to buy new buses; we'll 
have to cut supplies and reduce our 
maintenance  force,"’ added 
Vaughan. ‘‘We'll have to cut items 
that are badly needed, but items that 
can be cut. The cuts will have an 
effect on our instructional program; 
however, we'll keep the level of 
education as high as possible.”
